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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The Applicant argues, "Mittal does not teach 
reconfiguring a reconfigurable circuit by altering a power characteristic applied to at least a portion thereof." The examiner disagrees. 
The examiner interprets the microprocessor in Mittal to be a "reconfigurable circuit" [column 2, lines 14-19] and the functional unit in 
Mittal to be a "node" located within the processor and, consequently, is "at least a portion" of the processor [column 2, lines 14-19]. The 
examiner also interprets switching the functional unit between a normal mode of operation and a reduced-power mode in Mittal as 
"altering a power characteristic" of the functional unit [column 5, lines 25-30]. The Applicant defines "reconfiguring a reconfigurable 
circuit" in the claims as "altering a power characteristic applied to at least a portion thereof." Since Mittal teaches, "altering a power 
characteristic" of a functional unit, Mittal, by definition, teaches, "reconfiguring" the functional unit. Therefore, Mittal does teach, 
"reconfiguring a reconfigurable circuit by altering a power characteristic applied to at least a portion thereof." The arguments are not 
persuasive. 
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
